Then comes a paper showing what a naturalist may read 
from "Tracks in the Snow" of the habits of deer and foxes 
and hares and other animals. The tracks are reproduced from 
the author's drawings, and the conclusions, which seem as- 
tonishing at first, are very simple when you understand them. 
Mr. Frank R. Stockton tells about "The People we Meet" in \ 
a " Personally Conducted" European tour. He likes the Eng- 
lish people very much indeed, but he thinks they know very ' 
little about America. He relates that " an English lady who 
had travelled over the greater part of Europe said she had a 
great desire to come to America, and her principal object in 
doing so was to shoot Niagara."
